W ASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson has chosen former 
State D e pa r t m e n t official 
George W. Ball, a strong advo­ 
cate of a negotiated Vietnam 
war settlement, to suct:eed Ar­ 
thur Goldberg as ambassador to 
the United Nations. 
The sudden, surprise choice of 
Ball. 58, to suc*ceed the retiring 
Goldberg was viewed in the cap­ 
ital as fresh evidence that John­ 
son had decided to make a de­ 
termined effort during his last 
nine months in office to negoti­ 
ate an end to the Vietnam war. 
Ball has made his criticisms 
of U.S. policy known particular­ 
ly since resigning as underset*- 
retaiy of state in October 19 66. 
Thus his willingness to return to 
government surprised Washing­ 
ton circles as much as did John­ 
son’s decision to ask him back. 
Reached Thursday evening by 
telephone in Mont Tremblant. 
near Montreal. Canada, where 
he is attending a conference of 
an independent group concerned 
with Atlantic community prob­ 
lems. Ball said: 
“The President has removed

An ti-War, Racism 
Strike at Schools

Student demonstrations and 
boy cotts spread to six colleges 
and at least 20 high schools in 
New York City today at the be­ 
ginning of a one-day strike 
against war and racism planned 
on campuses from coast to 
coast. 


Linda Morse, ex ecutive secre- 
tarv' of the Student Mobilization 
Committee to End the War in 
Vietnam, predicted Thursday 
that some schools would be 
completely closed. At others, 
she said, there would be teach- 
ins, rallies, picketing and anti­ 
war skits. 


In New York, the Board of 
Ekiucation said a spot check 
showed that as many as 78 per 
I cent of students in some city 


high schools had 
boy cotted 
classes. Students picketed at 
some schools, and demonstra­ 
tors marched at entrances to six 
colleges and universities in the 
citv. 
Students at Dutchess Commu­ 
nity College in Poughkeepsie, 
N.Y.. observed five minutes of 
silence at 10 a.m. in support of 
the strike. They voted not to cut 
classes. 
In addition to student boy cotts 
of clas.ses. numerous college 
teachers have canceled classes 
in advance. Seminars on the 
Vietnam war, the draft and race 
problems were planned. 
The committee sought to sy n­ 
chronize the strike by U.S. stu­ 
dents with classroom stoppages 
planned in Europe, Latin Amer­ 
ica.

New Strike

LONTX)N (AP) - Thousands 
of London doc'k workers struck 
again today for another march 
on Parliament to protest colored 
immigrants in Britain. 
The strikers shouted down a 
Roman Catholic priest and Prot­ 
estant clergy men who were in­ 
troduced by a Communist union 
leader in an attempt to per­ 
suade them 
back to work. 
Scores of ships in the teeming 
port were left idle by the 24- 
hour walkout. 
At Tilbury , the port’s deep- 
water sec'tion handling liners for 
the Far Elast and Australia, 
only 65 of the usual 2.000 men 
reported for work. All work 
stopped on 12 liners. 
Up river at the Roy al Group, 
a meeting of 2,000 longshoremen 
howled down leftist opponents of 
the walkout who led last y ear's 
four-month dock strike, from 
which the port is only now re­ 
covering. 
Only three men voted against 
the strike resolution, which af­ 
firmed the dockers' support for 
the inflammatory speech by En­ 
och F^owell demanding a ban on 
colored immigration. Powell's 
speech earned him immediate 
dismissal from the inner coun­ 
cils of the Conservative party 
and a surge of support from 
workers who fear the competi­ 
tion of colored immigrants from 
the West Indies.

LAS VEGAS. Nev. (AP) - An 
ex perimental hy drogen bomb, 
most powerful tested in the 
United States, ex ploded under a 
desert mesa today and sent 
earth-like shock waves rolling 
for hundreds of miles. 
There were no reports of dam­ 
age or vented radiation from 
the underground blast, despite 
more than a week of protests 
from scientists and others that 
the shot was potentially danger­ 
ous. 
The effec'ts of the detonation 
of the device 3.800 feet deep at 
the Nevada Test Site. 100 miles 
northwest of here, appeared to 
be just about what the Atomic 
Energy Commission anticipated 
—a roiling ground motion felt as 
far as 250 miles away , with no 
harm ex pecTed. 
The shot, delay ed an hour un­ 
til 7 a.m. due to fears that if 
there were radiation leaks wind 
might carry contaminants off 
the test site, was felt lightly if 
at all in major cities of the 
west. 
In Los Angeles, 300 miles 
away , some persons try ing to 
detect It didn t . . . but others 
said they felt it. lightly . 
To an AEC observer in a 
bunker 13 miles from the blast 
point the shoc'k was “a pretty 
good roll" 
In Las Vegas tall buildings 
sway ed, as in an earthquake. 
Chandeliers in a hotel swung. 
Motion was clocked for 9 0 sec­ 
onds. Police reported a storm of 
calls inquiring how serious the 
shock was. “We also,” an offi­ 
cer said, “got calls after the 
blast asking when it was going 
to happen, " 
Seismologists reckoned the 
shoc’k had a magnitude of 6.5 on 
the Richter earthquake scale, 
which rates those at 7 or more 
as major. .A 6.5 shock is strong 
enough to cause damage if it oc-

Evangelists 
Turn Drive 
Overseas

Big-scale evangelists, facing a 
decline of mass crusades for 
converts in America’s urban­ 
ized, 
impersonal cities, 
are 
turning more of their efforts to 
areas overseas. 
Attitudes and conditions have 
curbed such undertakings do­ 
mestically, says the Rev. John 
Haggai. one of the nation’s top 
mass evangelists, whose main 
project this spring is a five- 
week drive of preaching and 
teaching in Indonesia. 
To people there, and in other 
less industrialized cultures, it's 
a new. imported approach. 
And they’re often considered 
more responsive to it than peo­ 
ple in this country where the 
method had its origins in the big 
revival meetings of the last cen­ 
tury. 
Today in the United States, 
however, “ there are not as 
many mass evangelists as there 
used to be.” says the Rev. Hag­ 
gai, a deft, rapid-fire pulpit ora­ 
tor, often described as second 
only to Billy Graham in the 
field. 
“ There are fewer crusades,” 
he adds. “ They are not as long 
as formerly. And you don’t see 
as many men in their 20s and 
30s going into mass evangelism 
as before.” 
Although he deplores the 
trend, 
and 
maintains 
steps 
should be taken to rejuvenate 
mass evangelism in this coun­ 
try, the Atlanta-based Haggai 
Evangelistic 
Association 
Is 
shifting 
increased 
activities 
abroad. 
That “ does not mean that we 
are giving up crusades in this 
country.” the Rev. Mr. Haggai 
said. These will cntinue, but in 
gradually lessened proportion to 
religious drives overseas, he 
said, adding: 
“ Jesus Christ is not a nation­ 
al god ' He said. Go into all the 
world.’ ” 
As part of a “ world outreach” 
program, the Rev. Mr. Haggai 
expects to spend a third of his 
time in overseas crusades this 
year, and by 1970. he plans to 
spend two-thirds of his time 
abroad. He also has a one-week 
interdenominational crusade in 
the National E v a n g e l i c a l 
Church in Beirut. Lebanon. May 
26-June 2 and a citywide drive 
in San Diego. Calif., next Sep­ 
tember. 
Simila patterns have devel­ 
oped among other prominent 
evangelists, such as the Rev. 
Bob Pierce, of World Vision 
Last year. Billy Graham led 
only one crusade in this coun­ 
try, and several abroad This 
month, he was in Australia. 


In the post-World War II peri­ 
od, 20 years ago, dozens of or­ 
ganizations had evangelists on 
the road, holding citywide cam­ 
paigns. Few still are operating

When I was called of God to 
preach 
the

I have found 
this to be very true after 21 
years in the ministry. 
God calls His servants. The 
ministry is a vocation whose 
servants are invited or called of 
God. We need young men today 
who will listen to the call of the 
Lord and will heed that call. 
What the author of Hebrews 
said concerning the priesthood 
is equally true of the ministry: 
“ and no man taketh this honour 
upon himself, but he that is 
called of God. as was Aaron.” 
Hebrews 5:4. How does one 
know that God is calling him to 
preach? Men may help you with 
wisdom 
gleaned 
from 
the 
Scriptures and from experience, 
but only God can speak to you 
with finality. Get alone with 
God and offer yourself to Him 
in the spirit of “ Lord, what will 
thou have me to do?” 
God’s servants fulfill a need. 
There are many needs in our 
world; but the greatest need is 
for men to get right with God 
The preacher is obligated to 
deliver a message from God to 
man Preaching is the spoken 
communication of divine truth 
by a divinely chosen personality 
with a view to persuasion. The 
preacher is under obligation to 
give himself to God and deliver 
a message from the Lord. There 
is a limit to our preaching: what 
we preach is not of our own 
composing. This message was 
given to the preacher. How free 


is a God-called preacher’’ He is 
free to preach the Gospel, 
God's message, in the power of 
the Holy Spirit. There are men 
in the congregation who know 
more about history, law and 
science; the preacher is to stay 
with the message of the Holy 
Scriptures. 
God’s servants have a reward, 
although God does expect his 
servants to go down in the 
valley for Him. At times it is 
necessary7 for a preacher to 
suffer for Christ's sake and for 
the building of His Kingdom. As 
one has said. “ He who enters 
the ministry for a rest cure is 
first in need of a mental cure” ; 
the Lord will provide strength 
during these times in the valley. 
He promised. “ Lo. I am with 
you always even unto the end of 
the world.” The preacher must 
be on guard that he does not 
bring trouble on himself He is 
not exempt from temptation 
and sin merely because he is a 
preacher. 
If 
a 
God-called 
preacher be faithful, there are 
many jovs and rewards here 
now. To be an instrument in the 
hand of God. to bear the 
message of the king brings 
many rewards in this life. To 
introduce a life to Jesus has its 
rewards for the messenger, as 
well as for the new convert For 
the preacher there are great 
promises of rewards in the 
future, as there are for every 
faithful Christian “ And I heard 
a voice from heaven saying unto 
me, write. Blessed are the dead 
which die in the Lord from 
henceforth; 
Yes. 
saith 
the 
Spirit, that they must rest from 
their labours; and their works 
do follow them.” 
To be called to preach the 
glorious 
Gospel, 
what 
a 
privilege! 
God 
still 
needs 
preachers. Let us as leaders in 
our churches help young people 
to listen for that call.

Bureau of Invt‘stigation discov­ 
ered Thursday it was given an 
erroneous set of fingerp rints 
identified as belonging to James 
Earl Ray , wanted in connw- 
tion with the slay ing of Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. 
Maj 
Barney Ragsdale. GBl 
director, said a routine comp ar­ 
ison Thursday of fingerp rints 
received from the FBI with a 
.set sent by the Mis.souri State 
Penitentiary ' after Ray ’s esc*ap e 
in Ap ril 1967 revealed the dis­ 
crep ancy 
Although both the FBI and 
the Mls.souri p rison warden said 
the p rison flier (wanted p oster) 
was in error and a correction 
should 
have 
been 
rec’eived 
shortly after the original was 
dLstributed. Ragsdale said his 
office never rweived the cor­ 
rection 
Atlanta Detective Sup t. Clin­ 
ton Chafin .said his office never 
got the corrected flier either. 
Neither did state p olice in Geor­ 
gia or Alabama. 
Ragsdale said there was a 
p ossibility Ray could have been 
arrested at one time and re- 
lea.sed on the basis of incorrect 
identity by offic-ers using the 
wrong flier. 
Warden Haro ld R. Swenso n 
o f the MLs.so uri Penitentiary said 
the mLstake was dusco v ered al­ 
mo st immediately after it was 
made in the printing plant. 
Swen.son said the mix up was 
dLsc'overed by the Kairsas City 
Polic’e Dep artment, which had 
p revious p rints of Ray in its 
files, after the flier was dis­ 
tributed Ray had been in jail 
in Kansas City p reviously . 
‘‘We sent out a corrertion to 
each and every agency that re­ 
ceived one in the first p lace, "

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 
Senate Democratic leaders have 
p rotested because federal troop s 
and p olice were ordered not to 
shoot arsonists and looters dur­ 
ing the racial violence in Wash­ 
ington earlier this month. 
Sen. Russell B. Long of Loui­ 
siana, the majority whip and 
No. 2 man in the Democratic 
leadership , also vowed in a Sen­ 
ate sp eech Thursday to call for 
the censure or ex p ulsion of any 
senator who advocates “ bending 
the k nee" to demands from 
leaders of the Poor Peop le’s 
Camp aign. 
Dr Ralp h Abernathy , succes­ 
sor to Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. as head of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Confer­ 
ence, p lans to bring thousands 
of p oor p eop le to Washington 
nex t month with the aim of 
p ressuring Congress to enact 
welfare legislation through non­ 
violent demonstrations. 
“ When that bunch of march­ 
ers comes here, they can just 
burn the whole p lace dowm and 
we can just move the cap ital to 
some p lace where they enforce 
the law," Long said. 
Sen. Robert F. By rd. D-W 
Va., third-rank ing Senate Demo­ 
crat, accused Atty . Gen. Ram­ 
sey Clark of p ussy footing with 
rioters—a reference to Clark ’s 
view that shoot-to-k ill orders 
are not the way to handle slum 
violence. 
President Johnson has ex ­ 
p ressed a similar view, say ing: 
“ We can rebuild p rop erty . We 
can rep lace the loss of money . 
But a life tak en can never be re­ 
stored." 
“I’m tired of this p ussy footing 
by the attorney general of the 
United States or by any one else, 
and the American p eop le are 
tired of it,” By rd said. 
Clark also came in for attack 
by Sen. John G. Tower, R-Tex .. 
who told a St. Louis audience to 
day the attorney general should 
be rep laced and charged he is 
undermining law enforcement. 
“The p resent attorney general 
is more concerned with the civil 
rights of law violators than he is 
with the civil rights of law abid- 
ers," Tower said. 
Tower added Clark is not 
“p sy chologically suited for the 
field of law enforcement” and 
that if Johnson wants to k eep 
him Clark should be made head 
of the Peace Corp s, the antip ov­ 
erty p rogram or the Health, Ed­ 
ucation and Welfare Dep art­ 
ment.

Long told the Senate that 
while Abernathy has not sp eci­ 
fied the demands on Congress 
which the Poor Peop le’s Cam­ 
p aign will mak e, a guaranteed 
annual wage p robably will be 
sought. There also has been talk 
that the government should as­ 
sure every family enough in­ 
come for a basic standard of liv­ 
ing. 
The Louisiana Democrat said 
if the march leaders “ think they 
are going to p ush us into bank ­ 
rup ting this country ’ to p ay 
worthless p eop le to be more 
worthless, they are mak ing a 
mistak e.”

The s i l v e r crisis is still 
bugging the Treasury Depart­ 
ment and it is hoped the June 
24 d e a d 1 i n e will leave the 
Treasury with enough silver 
to 
establish 
a 
165-million- 
ounce stockpile for defense 
purposes. 
On March 19, with the stock­ 
pile down to less than 290 mil­ 
lion 
ounces, 
the 
Treasury 
wrote off $50 million worth of 
certificates 
believed 
to 
be 
lost, destroyed or held in col­ 
lections. 
In addition to the $150 mil­ 
lion write-off of June 24, 1967, 
this l e a v e s approximately 
$307.8 million in silver certifi­ 
cates still in circulation. From 
this point on the department 
is on its own and any further 
write-offs will jeopardize the 
silver balance. 
The balance of silver is the 
amount not needed as bullion 
for the backing of silver cer­ 
tificates, and this write-off 
action, approved by Congress 
on June 24, 1967, provided the 
Treasury with an additional 
$200 m'i 1 1 i 0 n to up that 
balance. 
Although t h e changeover 
from silver coinage to cupro­ 
nickel coinage has been de­ 
clared complete, the Federal 
Reserve Banks are still with­ 
drawing s i l v e r dimes and 
quarters from circulation to 
be returned to the Treasury 
for melting. 
It is expected 
that some 200 million ounces 
will be retrieved in this man­ 
ner. 
Coin World reports that mil­ 
lions of citizens are believed 
to be hoarding silver dimes 
and quarters, hoping the ban 
on 
melting 
will 
be 
lifted 
eventually and they can real­ 
ize a premium on the sale of 
their coins. This could hap­ 
pen if the power of the Silver 
Users Association is ever felt 
in Congress, but so far all leg­ 
islation proposed to remove 
the 
restriction 
h a s 
been 
ignored. Some officials of the 
silver industry are convinced 
that millions of silver coins 
are already being melted in 
spite of the penalty of five 
years imprisonment and fines 
totaling $10,(K)0 for those con­ 
victed of being in violation. 
This colimm was one to sug- 


gest saving pre-1965 dimes 
and quarters and it still does. 
These coins are the last of 
any currency with intrinsic 
value equal to/or more than 
the prescribed denomination, 
and unless some are saved by 
the public, none will survive 
the long f i n g e r s of the 
smelter. 
.At the risk of repeating a 
portion of an earlier article, it 
should be recalled that the 
present silver market has in­ 
creased the value of silver 
coinage by roughly 60 per cent 
and as the market goes so 
shall the coins. This makes 
a 25-cent coin with a 90 per 
cent silver content worth close 
to 40 cents -a value too great 
to overlook. 
It is true there is no market 
for the 40-cent quarter, but 
it’s still the only gamble in 
which you can't lose. 
If a 
market n e v e r materializes 
your original investment is 
still intact. Right now- I would 
much rather have $1,000 worth 
of silver coins than a $1,000 
gold bar.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Analyzing New York 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller and his political in­ 
tentions 
is 
becoming a 
leading inJoor sport. 
Rockefeller is sometimes the umpire, sometimes a 
player—and always reminding the fans it is his ball. 
Is he an active noncandidate? An inactive can­ 
didate? Or a politician looking for an opening 
that might point him toward the White House? 
That. Rockefeller acknowledges, is where he 
would like to go. But he's waiting to be a.sked. 
“ If the party would like me to be their candidate. 
I ’m 
available. ” 
he 
said. 
“ Under 
those 
circumstanc'es. I would like to be president.’ 
Six montlis ago. Rockefeller was saying he did not 
want to be president. 
One month ago, he rejected a campaign for the 
Republican presidential 
nomination 
and said it 
was clear “ at this time that a considerable majoritv 
of the partv's leaders want the candidacy of former 


Vice President Richard Nixon” 
“ I am not a candidate campaigning. direcTly or 
indirecTly, for the presidency of the United States. " 
Rockefeller said March 21. He said he would answer 
a true and meaningful call to take the nomination 
but didn’t expect such a message. 
Ten 
days later, 
the ground 
rules changed. 
President Johnson announced he would neihei seek 
nor act:ept the Democratic nomination for another 
term. 
Rockefeller has insisted since that his position 
never has changed, that he always said he was not a 
candidate but would accept a draft. But emphasis, if 
not the position, certainly has changed since 
Johnson stepped aside. 
There Ls a new draft organization, engineered by 
Sen. Thruston B. Morton of Kentucky, now at work 
for Rcxkefeller “ I would say that it’s gaining mo­ 
mentum. ” Rcx'kefeller said of that effort. He said it 
has more people, more activity and more rnonev 
now. 
Furthermore. Rcx-kefeller no longer concedes that 
the party’s leaders are lined up for Nixon. “ I think 
the delegates are kxiser than people think thev are." 
he said. 
Wasn't he moving closer to candidacy’’ 
“ You said that. I didn't." Rfx-kefeller replied to a 
newsman. 
But he said it is possible he could Ixx’ome a 
candidate 
before 
the 
Republican 
National 
Convention in Miami Beach on Aug. 5. If there is to 
be a draft in the traditional sense, that is where it

But 
R(X‘kefeller 
noted 
there 
are 
varving 
interpretations of what constitutes a draft. He .said 
public opinion polls and the announced intentions of 
delegates might constitute evidence of a draft. 
“ I sense that the party is keeping itself fluid," he 
said. 
RiX'kefeller .says he could win the presidency if 
nominated, and the party wants a winner 
He has started his promi.sed discussion of the 
Lssues. plans a May 1 speech in Philadelphia which 
will deal with U.S. policy in Vietnam, a subject on 
whic'h he has been silent. 
Rockefeller and three other Republican governors 
embark May 7 on a 12-state mission to hold hearings 
and gather information on the party's 1968 plat­ 
form.

Accid enta l Chuck les 


The National Safety Touncil. whom we 
usually hear from in connection with 
dismal statistics of deaths and injuries, 
g leefully reports a lig hter side to the 
accident picture in 1967 
Consider the shock of a locomotive 
eng ineer in Dimmocks Cote. Eng land, 
when a strang e, frantic face peered in his 
windshield. The train had smashed into a 
truck at a g rade crossing 300 yards back, 
wrapping the truck's cab around the flont 
of the eng ine. The driver, only slig htly 
injured, had climbed up onto the eng ine. 
Then there was the woman in Moline. 
111., who tried to help a neig hbor push a 
small foreig n car. She jammed her big toe 
into the tailpipe. Firem en cut her loose 
from the car but it required doctors at a 
hospital to free her toe from the pipe. 
Another lady in Rockford. 111., rammed 
into a car ahead of her. Her attention had 
been distracted by a third wrecked car 
displayed on the courthouse lawn as a 
safedriving reminder. 
And how about the 8 -year-old kid in 
Rock Hills. S. C.. who had the unique 
experience of being struck by a falling 
meteorite and surviving '^ Seems he tripped 
and fell ag ainst his teacher’s desk at 
school, jarring off a sample frag ment of 
meterorite which bounced off his nog g in. 


Finally, there was the middle-ag ed 
g entleman in Friedrichshafen, Germany, 
who. g azing open-mouthed at a passing 
mini-skirted beauty, was abruptly broug ht 
back to reality by the sound of his false 
teeth splashing into the waters of Lake 
Constanc*e. 


Favor Auto To Hit You 
If you have a choice between being hit 
by a g olf ball and being hit by an 
automobile, pick the automobile (all other 
thing s being equal, if that’s possible). 
A study of verdicts in personal injury 
suits by Jury Verdict Research. Inc.. of 
Cleveland. Ohio, 
indicates that juries 
apparently feel that anyone indulg ing in a 
sport does so at his own risk. 
They are more inclined to favor the 
defendant 
( the one who caused the injury) 
in such cases, since less than half the 
injured parties recover a money award. 
Least favored are g olfers and baseball 
players.

Kiebkntvht were killed, and Walter Rathenau. a 
moderate, was shot. Eventaully violence bt'came a 
way of life in (ierm any and led to the Nazi takeover 
today the violence taking place in Ciermany is 
from the left. 
Its orig in, however, is not as 
important as the fact that a relatively small g roup of

in Hitler's day the Communist advm-ates of 
violence quickly bw am e Nazi adv(X*ates of violence. 
It was a simple m atter for the Communist party to 
merg e into the Nazi party.

They also planted a red flag 
m the court of the IH-story Spring er building which 
publisher Spring er built along side the Berlin Wall as 
a token of his determination to unite the two 
Berlins. 
The immediate sfiark which ig nited Berlin was the 
attack on red Rudi Dutsc'hke. just as the spark which 
ig nited racial rioting in Washing ton and other 
American cities was the death of Martin Luther King . 
But the real issue went deeper. Dutschke was a 
hater of the USA. had denounced the Vietnam war 
and burned the American flag . Spring er had 
supported the United States. 
—Neg ro Censorship— 
The 
manner in which Neg ro students are 
emulating Berlin students in trying to suppress 
freedom of expression was illustrated not long ag o 
at 
Swarthmore. 
the 
Quaker 
Colleg e 
outside 
Philadelphia which for one hundred years has kept 
its doors open to Neg roes. It has also championed 
the rig ht of dissent. 
In exercising that rig ht, it invited to its campus 
Edg ar Brooks, a white South African who has 
advocated the end of racial barriers in his, the most 
racially seg reg ated country in the world. 
Brooks’s views on integ ration have been such a 
pain in the neck to his own g overnment that South 
Africa was delig hted when he went to the United 
States. When invited to Swarthmore, a small black 
power g roup of about ten Neg roes objected. They 
claimed his views were too moderate, that chang e in 
South Africa must come not by leg islation but by 
force And they proposed using force in the form of 
noise to prevent Brooks from being neara. 
The ten black power students constituted only one- 
fourth 
of 
the 
fortv 
Neg ro 
s t ude nt s 
at 
Swarthmore, yet they demanded their way and were 
ready to use violence to achieve it. Finally, how­ 
ever, they were disuaded. 
On the day the South African speaker was to 
appear, however, and while he was sitLng on the 
platform and annouiu'ed, “ All that you are about 
to hear is a lie” . He then led a walk-out of Neg ro 
.students and some white .sympathizers. 
Germany, with a new-found democ-racy in the 
192l)s. permitted violence and assa.ssination to 
undermine that demoiTacy. Its present leaders, 
iiK-luding such men as Chancellor Kiessing er and 
publisher Spring er, are determined that this shall 
not happen ag ain. 
In the United States, Neg roes have just won some 
g reat victories in the form of new civil rig hts laws. 
What they need to remembt>r is that if they 
themselves undermine law and order, they weaken 
the veiy laws which were passed to protect them.

If Co ng ress sho uld y ield befo re ev en just a few o f the ma ny 
impo rt quo ta s pro po sed in such fields a s tex tiles, da iry items, 
sho es, g la ss, electro nic g o o ds, o il, steel a nd o ther meta ls, the 
pro spect wo uld be pro mpt, sev ere reta lia to ry ta riff mo v es by 
co untries which to da y impo rt la rg e a mo unts o f U.S. pro ducts. 


Tho ug h so me a g ricultura l co mmo dity g ro ups a re pushing 
the new pro tectio nism, the fa ct is U.S. fa rmers g enera lly 
sta nd to be v ery ha rd hit if Co ng ress thro ws up quo ta ba r­ 
riers a nd they a re ma tched a bro a d. 


Fa rm ex po rts co me to nea rly $7 billio n a y ea r a nd co uld 
rise to $10 billio n o r mo re by 19 80 . Ta riff reductio ns a bro a d, 
pla nned under the Kennedy ro und o f ta riff neg o tia tio ns, co uld 
co me to 2 5 per cent o n fa rm items a nd pro v ide a big U.S. ex ­ 
po rt bo o st. 


With the U.S. fa rmer a numerica lly diminishing po litica l 
fo rce, a ll to o little a pprecia tio n is being sho wn fo r his in­ 
crea sing dependence upo n ex po rt ma rkets.

Administration loyalists wanted to slow 
thing s down and insure that Humphrey support was 
not foreclosed even before he announced his 
candidacy. 
But there was no rush to Kennedy. 
A small minority of the 26 Republican g overnors 
has been trying to line up presidential commitments 
among their colleag ues almost since 1964, with an 
identical lack of success. 
Like the Democrats, the Republican g overnors 
have consistently denied they are out to stop 
anybody in the presidential race. In their case, 
anybody means Richard M. Nixon. 
So far. the g overnors have been true to their 
statement. They haven’t slowed down the Nixon 
drive, and thev haven’t started one for anybody else.

Soothing Preparations 
Will Relieve Dermatitis 


By W AYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M. D. 


Q — What causes dermatitis and how does it 
develop? How can I g et rid of it*^ 
A — There are several kinds of dermatitis or 
inflammatory skin disease. The commonest are 
eczema 
or 
allerg ic 
dermatitis 
and 
contact 
dermatitis. Most forms of dermatitis start with 
redness of the skin and itching or burning . As the 
disease prog resses, 
papules and 
blisters may 
develop. Scratching may cause crusting and, if the 
disease becomes chronic, the skin may become thick 
and scaly. Common causes of contact dermatitis are 
exposure to poison ivy and other irritating plants, 
and various dyes, tars and oils used in industry. 
Many cases of dermatitis are kept g oing by 
overtreatment, applying irritating home remedies or 
excessive washing with soap and water. In addition 
to finding and avoiding the cause, a soothing 
preparation, such as Lassar’s paste, or an anti­ 
inflammatory product, such as hydrocortisone 
cream, are used to relieve symptoms and permit 
healing . 


Q — What is dermatitis herpetiformis? How does it 
affect a person? What causes it and is there any 
cure? 
A — The cause of this chronic skin eruption, 
characterized 
by g rouping 
of 
the 
lesions, 
is 
unknown. It may, however, be ag g ravated by eating 
iodized salt, chocolate, nuts, fish and pork or by 
taking bromides. In some victims, the lesions are 
accompanied by g eneral peplessness and a low 
fever. They may clear up spontaneously, only to 
return later. Various drug s, including sulfoxone and 
sulfapyridine (both prescription drug s), may be 
beneficial. They control, rather than cure, the 
disease. 


Q — My do cto r prescribed Meti Derm Cream for a 
rash under my arms and on my chest. How effective 
is it? Would it have any bad side effects? 
A — This preparation is very effective in relieving 
acute inflammations of the skin. Side effects are 
rare but it should not be used to treat tuberculous 
skin lesions, ring worm, chickenpox or other viral 
skin diseases.

D EA R PO LLY —and Mrs. M. T.—The way I make a necktie 
quilt is to take an old sheet and cut into 12-inch squares. On 
each square place a large piece of a tie, diagonally across 
from one corner to another, and then use other pieces to 
fill in at each side of it. Press each finished block, trim the 
edges and sew together to cover the sheet or whatever is to 
be the base. I briar stitch all the seams onto the lining. You 
can call this a crazy quilt if you like.—BLANCHE 


D EA R PO LLY —To make a quilt with neckties, I cut off the 
large ends, press carefully (no knit ties) and appliqued them 
on to a large block of colored satine. These pointed ends are 
arranged to form circles that really look like dahlias. These 
are evenly spaced all over the base material that is the size 
of the finished quilt. I take the small ends of the ties and cut 
in the forms of plates or fans to be appliqued on other quilts. 
The middle of each tie is also opened and made up in the old- 
fashioned log cabin pattern. 
When appliquing the flower 
designs I use a pretty embroidery stitch or just sew them 
down. I have done both and the quilts are beautiful.—IDA 


D EA R PO LLY —Rather than making a quilt out of old 
neckties I have just finished 
a throw to use on my divan. 
After ripping, washing and 
pressing the ties I use a 12- 
inch square of muslin as a 
base. 
Then I p l a c e the 
narrow end of a tie diagon­ 
ally on the square. The ex­ 
posed corners were filled in 
with smaller pieces making 
an old-fashioned crazy quilt 
pattern. 
Each piece on a 
block was f i n i s h e d with 
either cat stitch, blanket stitch or chain stitch. After the 
squares were finished I put four of them together with the 
pomt.s of the ties to the center which made a big block with 
a sort ot X design. Mine had six big blocks measuring 48 bv- 
72 inches and is lined with corduroy.—MRS. C. E, S.
